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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Cinque 
(5950856) in view of Ercolani (51 19967), Hirota (3991879) and Williams (5325991). 

Cinque discloses a refreshment center comprising a rigid mold (one-piece molded article) 
with a first recessed portion sized to receive a plate and a circular hole 30 with a slot 3 1 for a 
stemmed glass. Cinque discloses the invention except for the L-shaped prong. Ercolani teaches 
a similarly configured refreshment center with a U-shaped support bracket beneath the cup, glass 
or beverage holding portion to support the bottom of a beverage container. The U-shaped 
bracket is equivalent to two L-shaped brackets attached at their lower ends. Hirota teaches a 
bottle and can crate wherein L-shaped brackets 9, 1 1, 12 are supported at a top by a perimeter 
opening and supported at the bottom by a circular ring, the lower horizontally extending tip of 
the L-shaped supports extend less than halfway across the opening. There are four L-shaped 
brackets for each bottle or can retaining opening or space. Williams teaches an L-shaped support 
for supporting the bottom of a beverage container. It would have been obvious to modify the cup 
holder to have at least three L-shaped bracket in order to support the beverage container to 
reduce any stress on the sides of the circular opening of the holder. 

Re claim 3, opening 32 of Cinque allows the thumb to grip the refreshment center. 
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Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Cinque in view of 
Ercolani, Hirota and Williams as applied to claim 9 above, and further in view of Morris 
(3027826). 

The combination of Cinque-Ercolani-Hirota- Williams discloses the invention except for 
* 

the ID stick. Morris teaches an ID stick (see col. 1, lines 35-40). It would have been obvious to 

add the ID stick and insert it into a ID stick or utensil opening 40 of Cinque in order to advertise 

and add the utility of stirring in one device. 

A rejection based on double patenting of the "same invention" type finds its support in 
the language of 35 U.S.C. 101 which states that "whoever invents or discovers any new and 
useful process ... may obtain a patent therefor ..." (Emphasis added). Thus, the term "same 
invention," in this context, means an invention drawn to identical subject matter. See Miller v. 
Eagle Mfg. Co., 151 U.S. 186 (1894); In re Ockert, 245 F.2d 467, 1 14 USPQ 330 (CCPA 1957); 
and In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970). 

A statutory type (35 U.S.C. 101) double patenting rejection can be overcome by 
canceling or amending the conflicting claims so they are no longer coextensive in scope. The 
filing of a terminal disclaimer cannot overcome a double patenting rejection based upon 35 
U.S.C. 101. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as claiming the same invention as that of 
claims 1-4 of prior U.S. Patent No. 6702141 to Cinque. This is a double patenting rejection. 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting rejection 
is appropriate where the conflicting claims are not identical, but at least one examined 
application claim is not patentably distinct from the reference claim(s) because the examined 
application claim is either anticipated by, or would have been obvious over, the reference 
claim(s). See, e.g., In re Berg, 140 F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re 
Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re 
Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 
USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) or 1.321(d) may 
be used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting 
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ground provided the conflicting application or patent either is shown to be commonly owned 
with this application, or claims an invention made as a result of activities undertaken within the 
scope of a joint research agreement. 

Effective January 1, 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a terminal 
disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 37 CFR 
3.73(b). 

Claims 1-10 are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-4 of U.S. Patent No. 6702141 to Cinque in view of 
Williams, Hirota .and Morris. Cinque claims the invention except for the prongs being L-shaped 
and the ID stick. Williams and Hirota teach L-shaped prongs. Morris teaches an ID stick. It 
would have been obvious to modify the invention to have L-shaped prongs to properly support 
the bottom of a beverage container so that the container doesn't fall through the beverage 
container opening. It would have been obvious to add the ID stick to advertise. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-10 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. Re double patenting rejection, application 10/370273 was 
not available to be evaluated as to why restriction done and what type of restriction was made. 
The double patenting rejection is deemed proper. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
